Henry Hogan, attorney, appeared be- 


fore Judge De Bolt yesterday mocbing 
to show' cause why he «hould not be 
punished-fdr contempt ot court. When 
asked to speak f,or himself, .he made a 
speech denying having ever felt, dis- 
respect, for a court, 'especially (that 
court, "and my years to come are few;," 
he added. On the previous day he tried 
to defend the Harrison case in his own 
way. While he might have peculiari- 
ties, disrespect'for courts of Justice was. 
nft one of them. If, however, the-court 
thought he had done anything wrong, 
he would respectfully^ "bow to the 
sheepskin." Judge De-Bolt, after the 
respondent sat down, ask'ed him it he 
had not Intended any disrespect to the 
oourt 
j , 


"Most •assuredly n6t," was the reply. 
Judge De, Bolt then proceeded at some 


length' to give Judgment. He said the 
conduct of the respondent in the Har- 
rison case was disgraceful throughout 
It placed the court in an embarrassing 
position, because a* court needed to be 
'exceedingly careful In a criminal Case, 
where life or liberty was at stake, to 
avoid everything that might prejudice 
a defendant. Mr. Hogairwas a'man 
of more than average ability and, when 
in right condition, presented his cases 
with much earnestness.; On the occa- 
sion in question, however, (he came .into 
court in the morning intoxicated. It 
was hoped by-the court thai he would 
have attempted to gei'Over that con- 
dition at recess, but instead he came 
back in the afternoon more intoxicated 
than ever. Thereafter the-court would 
.allow no attorney who was .intoxicated 
$o appear before him. -While the case 
deserved .severe punishment he would 
not imprison respondent A fine of one 
hundred dollars would not be too much, 
considering his conduct and condition 
the previous day. Yet he was -aware 
that 3<r. Hogan was not flush of money; 
The court adjudged him guilty of eon* 
tempt of court and fined him twenty- 
five dollars.
